





| WYCOMBE Wanderers’ 
Tony Horseman capped 
another brilliant personal 
performance when he 
produced two goals from 
nowhere in injury time on 
Saturday to give the Blues a 
5-2 victory gainst Barking at 
Loakes Park. The late burst 
earned Wanderers their first 
£40 merit money by winning 
by three clear goals. 

From the start it looked as 
though the young Barking isde 
were in for a real hammering. In 
the first 10 minutes they were 
ripped apart by three goals in 
four minutes. 


è But the Blues failed to main- 
‘fain the pressure and their fast 
flowing football bagan to peter 
out. Only Horseman kept the 
side alive with his accurate flicks 
and precision passing. 


»\ “Bodger” also played a large 
part in two of the first three 
goals. He received a pass on the 
-edge of the box from Steve 
Perrin and paused as Keith 
Searle made a run to the far 
post. He than crossed accurately 
to the centre forward who had 
the simple task of heading p_sr 
Brian Blake. the Barking 
‘keeper. 


|S Under no immediate pressure 
he tried a long back pass to 
Barron, who stood helpless as 
Bobby Amirikas raced in to slot 
the ball home. At this stage it 
looked as though Wanderers had 
thrown away another £40 and 
were about to lose a point, if not 
three. 


lt However, the Blues pulled 


themselves together again and in : 


the closing minutes really 
punished Barking. Mick 


Holifield had one shot cleared - 


off the line and saw another 
chance thwarted by the superb 
Blake. But in injury time Blake 


was beaten twice by Horseman. , 


l$ The Barking defence dithered 
as the ball fell to Horseman. He 


looked up, saw the ‘keeper off 
his line and cleverly lobbed the 
ball into the net. Then “Bodger” 
earned Wanderers the bonus 


a. Wnderers struck again two 
minutes later. A through ball 
from Tony Brothers split the 
visitors defence and found 


almost clinched his hat-trick. 
After latching on to a pass from 
Horseman, Searle thundered a
